board opened 
for the inspection of teachers its 
new 
seven-family apartment. It 
Si ' is convenient — right across from 
the school. It is new and modern. 
And best of all, rentals will be as 
low as $25 a month. 


The new apartment is a school 
board job 
from start to finish. 
Contractors wouldn't handle it ex- 
cept on a cost -plus basis. So the 
school board hired its own build- 
fcg supervisor, its own carpenters, 
bricklayers, 
masons and other

contractor could have done it. 


On one end of the building is 
a large apartment, with three bed- 
rooms. It may be occupied by a 
big family or a group of unmar- 
ried teachers. At the opposite end 
of the building is a four-room unit 
—living room, kitchenn-dinclle com- 
binalion, and two bedrooms and 
bath. In between are five three- 
room apartments, each with living 
room, kitchen-dinette combination 
and one bedroom and balh. All 
bedrooms have large double closcls 
and each apartment has its own 
front and rear entrance. Kitchens 
have electric stoves, electric refrig- 
erators and built-in cupboards. 
The school board rejected bar- 


racks and boarding-house

buildings 
"because 
congeniality 
does not seem lo exist where a 
large group of adults is forced lo 
live logelher." Which is another 
way of saying it thoughl it could 
keep its teachers more contenled 
in private 
apartments than 
it 
could lumping them all together 
in some temporary dwelling.

SPA Modifies

The primary purpose of the new 


program, advanced by Administra- 
tor D9uglas G. Wright, is the in- 
tegration of power generated at 
Norfork and Dcnison 
dams,

tion bill for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, 


The committee cut heavily in the 


administration's 'proposed 
v $3,925,- 


000 budget for 
the 
coming

months, however, allowing only $1,- 
371,000. 


It recommended $500,000 for the 
Wcleclka, Okla., substation, $171,- 
000 for the West -Plains-Thayer, 
Mo., feeder line, and the remaind- 
er of the appropriation for equip- 
ment, future planning, operation, 
maintenance and administration.

from the revised plan, the com- 
mittee said, is the expenditure of 
$1,620,000 for the construction of a 
transmission line from Alam, Ark., 
to Okmulgee, Okla.

It has lo do with 
the 10 per cent rise in domestic 
airline lares. There has been u de- 
termined public show of buyer re- 
' Distance along many lines. Uovern- 
! mcnl officials, from the president 
' on down, have been urging price 
i cuts. Yet along comes this govern-

. body squawks. 


Tne airlines had a rough time of 
il in 1946. In spile of 
slatistics 


showing an improved safety record, 
a lot of people were frightened a- 
way by a series of spectacular ac- 
cidents toward the close of 
Ihe 
year. A lot more got disgusted wilh 
canceled and delayed flight, inad- 
quatc service, and some remnants 
of. wartime discourtesy. TWA had 
a pilot strike. 
As a result of all this, half Ihe 
leading airlines losl money on the 
year. Several others made unim- 
pressive financial 
showings. The 
vaunted air age was in danger of a 
sharp s.elback, perhaps a disaslrous 
one. There wasn't much left to do 
except charge more money. 
The impetus of this price increase 


came not from the airlines 
but 


from a government agency, the Ci- 
vil Acronaulics Board. As a mat-

It has lo do with 
the 10 per cent rise in domestic 
airline lares. There has been u de-

Tne airlines had a rough time of 
il in 1946. In spile of 
slatistics 


showing an improved safety record, 
a lot of people were frightened a- 
way by a series of spectacular ac-

year. A lot more got disgusted wilh 
canceled and delayed flight, inad- 
quatc service, and some remnants 
of. wartime discourtesy. TWA had 
a pilot strike. 
As a result of all this, half Ihe 
leading airlines losl money on the 
year. Several others made unim- 
pressive financial 
showings. The 
vaunted air age was in danger of a 
sharp s.elback, perhaps a disaslrous 
one. There wasn't much left to do 
except charge more money. 
The impetus of this price increase 


came not from the airlines 
but 


from a government agency, the Ci- 
vil Acronaulics Board.

The Doctor 
Says:

Rabies is the most common virus 
disease of dogs and cats which is 
contracted by man. 
A recent article in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
discusses rabies infection and out- 
lines a control program. 


Rabies (hydrophobia) is contact- 
ed by humans from infected saliva 
through the bite of a sick animal, 
most often a dog. A bit wound in 
the skin is necessary for 
virus 


transfer, although cases have been 
reported in whicli the only exposure 
was licking. 
Every biting dog or cat in an af- 


fected community should be sus- 
pected 
of having 
rabies. 
Skin 
wounds should be Cleansed 
with 
soap and water and given 
local 
treatment by a physician. 
Deep 
wounds must be explored and iriga- 
ted with 20 per cent solution 
of 
medicinal soft soap. 
Dogs which appear to be infected 


should not be killed. Confining them 
for observation is a better way of 
making the diagnosis. If the animal 
fails to show symptoms or dies in 
two or thr.ee weeks, it is unneces- 
sary to vaccinate the person who 
was bitten. 


Animal Vaccination 
Rabies has become more preva- 


lent in the U. S. because of lacR 
of uniform restraint and quarantine 
controls. Antirabic vaccination of 
dogs is the most satisfactory way 
of controlling the disease. 
Dogs 


should be vaccinated annually with 
a single injection. Cat owners can 
protect their pets with three vac- 
cine injections. 
It is often difficult to decide whe- 
ther to vaccinate a person bitten by 
n supposedly infected animal. Con- 
sultation between a physician and 
n veterinarian- is most helpful in 
such cases.

The Doctor 
Says:

Rabies is the most common virus 
disease of dogs and cats which is 
contracted by man. 
A recent article in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
discusses rabies infection and out- 
lines a control program. 


Rabies (hydrophobia) is contact- 
ed by humans from infected saliva 
through the bite of a sick animal, 
most often a dog. A bit wound in 
the skin is necessary for 
virus 


transfer, although cases have been 
reported in whicli the only exposure 
was licking. 
Every biting dog or cat in an af- 


fected community should be sus- 
pected 
of having 
rabies. 
Skin 
wounds should be Cleansed 
with 
soap and water and given 
local 
treatment by a physician. 
Deep 
wounds must be explored and iriga- 
ted with 20 per cent solution 
of 
medicinal soft soap. 
Dogs which appear to be infected 


should not be killed. Confining them 
for observation is a better way of 
making the diagnosis. If the animal 
fails to show symptoms or dies in 
two or thr.ee weeks, it is unneces- 
sary to vaccinate the person who 
was bitten. 


Animal Vaccination 
Rabies has become more preva- 


lent in the U. S. because of lacR 
of uniform restraint and quarantine 
controls. Antirabic vaccination of 
dogs is the most satisfactory way 
of controlling the disease. 
Dogs 


should be vaccinated annually with 
a single injection. Cat owners can 
protect their pets with three vac- 
cine injections. 
It is often difficult to decide whe- 
ther to vaccinate a person bitten by 
n supposedly infected animal. Con- 
sultation between a physician and 
n veterinarian- is most helpful in 
such cases.

The Doctor 
Says: 


BY WILLIAM A. O'BRIEN, M.D. 
Written for NEA Service 
Rabies is the most common virus 
disease of dogs and cats which is 
contracted by man. 
A recent article in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
discusses rabies infection and out- 
lines a control program. 


Rabies (hydrophobia) is contact- 
ed by humans from infected saliva 
through the bite of a sick animal, 
most often a dog. A bit wound in 
the skin is necessary for 
virus 


transfer, although cases have been 
reported in whicli the only exposure 
was licking. 
Every biting dog or cat in an af- 


fected community should be sus- 
pected 
of having 
rabies. 
Skin 
wounds should be Cleansed 
with 
soap and water and given 
local 
treatment by a physician. 
Deep 
wounds must be explored and iriga- 
ted with 20 per cent solution 
of 
medicinal soft soap. 
Dogs which appear to be infected 


should not be killed. Confining them 
for observation is a better way of 
making the diagnosis. If the animal 
fails to show symptoms or dies in 
two or thr.ee weeks, it is unneces- 
sary to vaccinate the person who 
was bitten. 


Animal Vaccination 
Rabies has become more preva- 


lent in the U. S. because of lacR 
of uniform restraint and quarantine 
controls. Antirabic vaccination of 
dogs is the most satisfactory way 
of controlling the disease. 
Dogs 


should be vaccinated annually with 
a single injection. Cat owners can 
protect their pets with three vac- 
cine injections. 
It is often difficult to decide whe- 
ther to vaccinate a person bitten by 
n supposedly infected animal. Con- 
sultation between a physician and 
n veterinarian- is most helpful in 
such cases.

The Doctor 
Says:

Rabies is the most common virus 
disease of dogs and cats which is 
contracted by man. 
A recent article in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
discusses rabies infection and out- 
lines a control program. 


Rabies (hydrophobia) is contact- 
ed by humans from infected saliva 
through the bite of a sick animal, 
most often a dog. A bit wound in 
the skin is necessary for 
virus 


transfer, although cases have been 
reported in whicli the only exposure 
was licking. 
Every biting dog or cat in an af- 


fected community should be sus- 
pected 
of having 
rabies. 
Skin 
wounds should be Cleansed 
with 
soap and water and given 
local 
treatment by a physician. 
Deep 
wounds must be explored and iriga- 
ted with 20 per cent solution 
of 
medicinal soft soap. 
Dogs which appear to be infected 


should not be killed. Confining them 
for observation is a better way of 
making the diagnosis. If the animal 
fails to show symptoms or dies in 
two or thr.ee weeks, it is unneces- 
sary to vaccinate the person who 
was bitten. 


Animal Vaccination 
Rabies has become more preva- 


lent in the U. S. because of lacR 
of uniform restraint and quarantine 
controls. Antirabic vaccination of 
dogs is the most satisfactory way 
of controlling the disease. 
Dogs 


should be vaccinated annually with 
a single injection. Cat owners can 
protect their pets with three vac- 
cine injections. 
It is often difficult to decide whe- 
ther to vaccinate a person bitten by 
n supposedly infected animal. Con- 
sultation between a physician and 
n veterinarian- is most helpful in 
such cases.

U.-S. Studies 
Synthetic 
Fuel Methods 


Washington, April 21 —WP)— Bu- 


reau of Mines scientists hope soon 
to improve greatly upon German 
methods in the 
manufacture 
of 
synethetic fuels. 


Dr. R. R. Saycrs. Bureau 
of 


Mines director, told the House Ap- 
propriations Committee that he be- 
lieves synthetic aviation fuel can 
be produced at a cost comparable 
to refining of the petroleum prod- 
uct. 
His testimony was made pub- 


lic by the committee today. 


Syncthic fuel 
experiments 
arc 


now being made by' the ; bureau 
with the use of coal and oil-shale, 
such as found in several western 
states, he explained. 


Dr. Sayers disclosed that 
this 


government obtained "an immense 
volume of information" concerning 
the manufacture of synthetic fuels 
with the defeat of Germany, but 
added: 


"The cost of these fuels in Ger- 


many, as compared with the cost 
in the United States is much more 
than we have been accustomed to 
pay. We are hoping to be able to 
compete with the cost of gasoline 
and other liquid fuels 
produced 


from petroleum. We think that

methods already. We think we1 can 
make further improvements. It is 
looking better every day."
